U.S. NAVY 710 
ADD 200 PLANES 


Large New Appropria- 
tions for U. S. War 
Program 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—Secre- 
tary of the Navy Claude A. Swan- 
pe will ask the next Congress for 
200 new warplanes and funds to add 
11,000 men to the navy, as a fur- 
ther part of the U. S. war program. 

These additions are essential parts 
of the Navy’s program of 37 new 
warships im three years, bids for 21 
of which have already been opened. 

The 11,000 men are to be trained 
to man the new ships. The 200 
more warplanes sre needed to outfit 
the two new aircraft carriers, and 
the new cruisers, each of which is 
built to carry a large number of 
planes. Each carrier will have 80 
planes; the heavy cruisers four and 
the light cruisers two each. 
Swanson however is now planning 
to transform one of the light cruis- 
ers into a special “flight deck cruis- 
er” which will carry 35 planes.

PARIS, July 31. — The French 
navy is now second to none, M.
